7.­Carefully­wedge­a­gap­at­the­window­and­frame­using­an­Ultimate­Auto­ 
Wedge­or­an­Air­Wedge.­Use­the­AutoSleeve­to­prevent­damage­to­the­ 
paint.­­Note:­Extra­care­should­be­taken­when­prying­the­window­or­door­ 
away­from­the­frame.

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8.­Insert­the­tool­through­the­gap.­Position­the­tip­ 
of­­the­tool­on­the­electric­lock­switch­to­open­or­by­ 
pulling­out­on­the­rocker­button.­Remove­tool­and­ 
deflate­Air­Wedge­before­opening­door.

10.­Recommended­Tool/Kit:­HPC­No.CO-61­Stretch­Killer 
Insert­wedges­approx.­8­to­10­inches­apart­in­the­center­of­the­door,­between­the­glass­and­ 
weather­stripping.­Lower­the­tool­into­the­opening­far­enough­to­pass­the­bottom­of­the­window.­ 
Turn­the­tool­handle­clockwise,­or­inward,­and­remove­the­wedges­to­take­pressure­off­the­ 
window.­Pull­up­on­the­tool­to­enter­the­inside­of­the­vehicle.­Pulling­up­on­the­tool­will­allow­it­to­ 
pass­inside­the­weather­stripping.­After­the­tool­has­passed­the­weather­stripping,­lower­the­tool­ 
down­in­line­with­the­inside­lock­control.­Place­the­tip­of­the­tool­on­the­lock­control­button­or­ 
electric­locking­switch,­and­unlock­the­door.­ 
Technique­UO-R­/­Removal­of­Under­&­Over­Tool.­Insert­wedge(s)­on­the­inside­of­door­between­ 
the­window­and­the­weather­stripping­to­create­an­opening­for­tool­to­be­removed.­Lower­the­ 
tool­down­inside­the­door.­Remove­the­wedge(s)­from­inside­the­door­and­insert­them­on­the­ 
outside­of­the­door­between­the­window­and­the­weather­stripping­to­create­an­opening­for­the­ 
tool­to­pass­through.­Turn­the­tool­handle­slightly,­maneuvering­it­under­the­window.­Pull­the­tool­ 
up,­removing­it.

19.­Carefully­unsnap­transponder­ring­by­pulling­ 
outward.

The 
disassembly­of­the­door­panel­can­be­ 
difficult­and­timely­depending­on­one­ 
experience.­With­a­little­skill,­door­ 
lock­can­be­removed­without­removing­ 
panel.
